- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: To address written description, Appl will provide evidence that at 
least 30 other transcription factors and cognate response elements were known to function in plants at time of filing. 
To address enablement, Appl will continue to rebut Exmr's cited art, point to their newly cited art, and supplement with 
demonstration that codon optimization was well-known as of Applicant's filing date. Re anticipation, Appl urged that 
prior art teaches transgenic male sterility which was implicitly excluded by the amended claims, per page 26 of spec, 
lines 13-14. Exmr indicated that the other terms recited in spec were not generally thought to exclude transgenes by 
the skilled artisan at the time of filing, in the absence of evidence to the contrary. Appl rep may amend claims to recite 
negative limitation excluding "molecular" sterility; Exmr cautioned avoidance of new matter. Re obviousness, Appl 
urged that the secondary and tertiary references focused on seedlessness rather than the instantly claimed seed 
production. Appl arguments and amendments to be fully considered upon written receipt. No commitment to 
patentability made. 
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
